AN ORDINANCE OF THE BOARD OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS 
OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA AMENDING THE 1989 
COMPREHENSIVE PLAN AS ADOPTED BY ORDINANCE NO. 
89-17, AS AMENDED; AMENDING THE FUTURE LAND USE 
ATLAS (FLUA) FOR COUNTY INITIATED AMENDMENT 98- 
109 COM 1 (HERO/441 OFFICE), MODIFYING PAGE 109 
OF THE FLUA BY CHANGING AN 8.49 ACRE PARCEL 
LOCATED ON THE WEST SIDE OF STATE ROAD 7, 
APPROXIMATELY 0.3 MILE NORTH OF GLADES ROAD FROM 
COMMERCIAL LOW INTENSITY, WITH AN UNDERLYING 
DENSITY OF THREE UNITS PER ACRE (CL/3) TO 
COMMERCIAL LOW OFFICE WITH AN UNDERLYING DENSITY 
OF THREE UNITS PER ACRE (CL-O/3); PROVIDING FOR 
REPEAL OF LAWS IN CONFLICT; PROVIDING FOR

WHEREAS, the Palm Beach County Board of County Commissioners Era 
initiated amendments to several elements of the Comprehensive Plan in 
order to promote the health, safety and welfare of the public of Palm 
Beach County; and: : 

WHEREAS, the Bain Beach County Local Planning Agency conducted a 
public hearing on February 13, 20 and 27, 1998 to review the proposed 
amendments to the Palm Beach County Comprehensive Plan and made 
recommendations regarding the proposed amendments to the Palm Beach 
County Board of County Commissioners pursuant to Chapter 163, Part II, 
Ploraiaa Sta 

WHEREAS, the Palm Beach County Board of County Commissioners, as

Part IV. Inclusion in the 1989 Comprehensive Plan 

The provision of this Ordinance shall become and be made a part 
of the 1989 Palm Beach County Comprehensive Plan. The Sections of the 
Ordinance may be renumbered or relettered to accomplish such, and the 
word "ordinance" may be changed to "Section," "article," or any other 
appropriate word. 


Part V. Effective Date

final order is issued by the Department of Community Affairs or ` 


Administration Commission finding the amendment in compliance in. 


accordance with Section 163.3184, Florida Statutes, whichever occurs ! 


earlier. No development orders, development permits, or land uses | 


dependent on this amendment may be issued or commence before it has 


become effective. If a final order of noncompliance is issued by the , 


Administration Commission, this amendment may nevertheless be made — 


effective by adoption of a resolution affirming its effective status,
